REMARKS 

Previously pending claims 54-74 have been canceled, rendering moot the rejections of 
those claims. 



Su pport for New Claims 

New claims 75-109 have been added. Support for the new claims may be found in the 
specification, inter alia, as follows: 

Claims 75, 82, 88 and 95 at pages 19, 28 and 33-35. 

More specifically, support for the "contiguous" limitation can be found from the facts that 
(1) electrodes are inherently contiguous (as opposed to island structures or the like, which would 
not conduct electricity from all areas to a contact), and (2) the materials and thicknesses 
described in the specification for electrodes and charge transfer layers are generally the same.
